a few days. Thi* fact l< mentioned, as 
It has Imh'h leprued through the pubis* 
prints that some ex lerimontera in a 

neighboring city have tuci ded in 

sntteezlng out the venom while tho 
snuke was active. 

She quantity of » mom obtained 

from different individuals varius gn at- 
ly. From a largo rattior, weighing 
],erhnps thiv or four pounds, our tlrst 
attempt resulted in securing about 
fifteen dr>>! - of \,-n,uii after the reptile 
bad struck three limes; but If tbo 
process it repeated every day 
or two hut a very smull 
quantity la obtained. The smaller 
snukes give a much smaller quantity. 
Tho ODtton, ufter Inning received its 
rhurgoof venom, was removed from 
Iho slick and washed out carefully iu 
glycerine, and by measuring the quan- 
tity of this suhstatie • tlrst. mid then 
after the venom had boon lidded, wo 
were nblo to tell accurately tho 
strength >,f the solution, which con- 
sisted of eight drachms of chemically 
pure glycrlne and ono dmohin of Iha 
venom, lids I- the prepar at ion which 

was uwd in all the experiments, and It 
is culled glyoeriqe-venom. One fact 
should he stated us hearing uptm Iho 
popular belief that snake,, if kept 
from wuler, ure not poisonous. It was 
found that bj keeping the rattlers 
without water for u week or two, 
the quinlityof venom waa nialoriully 
• mailer than when we allowed thorn 
Q*ae ■Met* t" water, and that Iha 
color of Iho vonom. which was 
yellowish gr< en when no fluid was sui 
plied, becamu neieh lighter In color 
when they bad freely drunken. Wa 
have never bce.i able to induce our 
rattlesnakes to eat although they bavo 
beea toiuplcd with a vnrlety of food, 
hut water they consume largely. 

When the present supply of rattlers 
was Brat received it was a very easy 
matter to gra*p nny one of them b 
bind the neck with a snake-stair hut 
ojporloiieo bus taught them that I bey 
must do something against their vill 
nnd now it is qailo dlffloaU to secure 
them, and even when secured It Is 
difficult to make them ati-ike: in f let, 
ouo specimen is now so lame that it 
may lw handled with impunity, and it 
is the writer's belief that a raltler, if 
carefully und tenderly handled vill 
not btto the hand that grasps it. It Is 
believed the Moqul Indians aro arnro 
of this, and it enables them to bundle 
with impunity the, venomous snakes 
used in their feurfnl daajOBi so wOI de- 
scribed by Captain John (!. Bourke, I'. 
S. A. Mauy persons suppose that Iha . 
fangs of n rattler once ivmoved thol'""" 1 ' I"''"'""-' 
reptile Is harmless for all time, or that 
at lunula year is required to replace 
the fnugs. This la mi error, for tho 
writer has In his poBseaelon u rattler 
in which tbe fangs woro twloo roplaeed 
after an Interval of three Weeks only. 
As the rattier dOuhtlea* knows when 
tin, eontei Is of the poison gland il ex- 
huusted. rs is evlil 'iiced by his refusal 
to bite Biter two or throe efforts, ha 
probably also knows that it !a useless 
to show light when the fangs bavo 
boon removed, nml this has been 
practically tried on one of our snakes. 
She OOBtlnna* Ml Ollll and rattle, but, 
no matter bow much teased and irri- 
tated, make* no attempt to bite. 

An Interesting fact has la-en noticed 
Important lo record. It ia that the rat- 
tier docs not invnriahly use both fangs 
la striking, the nniscillur movement of 
either side of Iho jaw being qulle In- 

dop lent of the other, und quit* at 

the will of the r*pUla, The practical 
hearing of this point Is that occasion- 
ally in snake blto but ono puncture 
will ho found, und some doubt may ex- 
ist If this was really due to the see. 

prntV fangs o t Another point of ^^^y^T'.^Z 

Interest lies in the fact that if only ono 
lung la plunged into the tissues, tho 
pntlout will not bnvo received so largo 
a dose of the venom na If both toetb 
had been used, and a more favorable 
rygnosis enn bo ninde. 



LEGAL DISTINCTION. 

VThst Constitute* * PabUe Nuisance, Ac- 
rorJlni; In Knsllsh Mews. 

Ill general tho law of Knghind does 
not prevent n man putting himself In 
peril of his llfo if bo does not mean to 
loso It. If, however, ho exercises this 
right so in to bring nlioiit what tho law 
considers a public nuisance he oxeooda 
tbo law. What constitutes a puhllo 
nulsanoo Is largely a mutter of degree. 
Walking on the high ropo at the Crys- 
tal l'ahice would clearly bo lawful, aa 
a full would bo nn accident. A fixed 
balloon has hcen inijolued as a nuisaneo 
ut the suit of neighboring proprietors; 
but ballooning in froo air is 
lawful, subject only to the tech- 
nical trespass committed on occu- 
pier* of tho earth beneath and to 
the actual trespass la descending. For 
a man in pursuit of pecuniary gain to 
fall twice a week from a parachuto in 
mid air from a bulloou lull ompty of 
gas behind him, constitute?- such a 
combination of daugur to himself. In- 
jury to tbo adjoining population, nud 
demoralization of all within sight a* 
would amount In law to a public nui- 
sance. As lo its prevention, It would 
bo unlawful to stop Maeomo from his 
business; but It would be 
lawful to hold back an 
amateur who for a bet was stepping 
into Iho lions' don. Tho difference be-

The eelip.0 of the moon Wcduus 
day evening w as .eon undortho most 
favorable elicit instances by those who 
cared lo slay up tinlil midnight. The 
obscuration begun about leu o'clock 
and lattod until about 2:30 a. in. 
About sevcu-leiitbs ot the moon's 
diameter was bidden. The o:iip«c 
was visible generally throughout 
America, Europe, Africa and on the 
Allaulic and I'aciflc Oceans. An 
eclipse of the moon It eau.ed by the 
inlerposllion of the esrlb between Ibe 
sun ami the moon, and au cclipto of 
the run it caused by tho passage of 
Iho moun between the sun ami the 
eaith. When (ho earth Is between 
tun and moon, our satelito, which, 
has no light of Its own, but shines by 
Iho ri ll, clol light of the sun, Is hid- 
den from Iho solar rays behind the 
datk body of Iho globe on which we 
live. Similarly, when tho moon 
paises between the earth and the sun 
the so'ar raj ■ are cut off from us and 
tho solar oi l; U hidden from tight 
This it t lio only way In which au 
oclipto of sun or nuoii It overpro- 
duced. An eclipse of the sun always 
occurs at new moou and an clipto of 
the moon always al full moon.

these wits Invented by it Frenoh chef. 
The other was made to meet tho tle- 
munds of butchers who cook htrge 
(inutilities of meat for the free-lunch 

restaurants, nud who wish to sew their 

incut into good *luiuo, mi thai it will 
cut well. 

Tho eolhtr-niiiker'n needle is not un- 
like the upholsterer's. Tho netting 
nocdle has it tittle brunch ttl each end. 
ttnd with it goes it broad "mesh" of 
Ivory or polished wood. Tho knife- 
point hem needle, with its broad blade, 
was invented to suit the men at the 
Chicago Slock Yards. Tho broom- 
inaker's needle, like the sailor's, has 
to be pushed with a steel palm. That 
which the millers uso hits a spring eye 
which Ihe heavy thre.nl enters w hen 
the side of the eye is pressed. 

A novice could never guess how to 
use tho needle made for sewing sole-* 
on shoes. The glove needles are mar- 
velously flue affairs, though even the 
daintiest of them have Ihree-eornorod 
points. The knitting and ustrachan 
needles want no mention. 

The needle for tilling rugs has given 
place to an Ingenious manMswi which 

does four times the work. The bead- 
ing needle Is slender and long. Tho 
rag Baler's needle has a blade like a 
leek, and is another invention made 
for t'hieago. The weaver's pin for 
!>icking up broken threads hits an o|>eu 
eve In a hook, which catches and holds 
'.he lost thread lirmly. 

The making of a needle is a very 
laborious mutter iu Germany, Franco 
1 England, where it Is done by band. 
Tho polishing thero requires sixty or 
seventy days. But in America It has 
i«lled forth BOSn I of the most inter- 
qetbaf and delicate Inventions In 
machinery of which this trountry can 
boast -.V. T. O- -i '..'.

ALL SORTS OF NEEDLES. 

Daw and Where They Are Made and What 
They Are Ceil For. 

A neodlo la ft little thing, hardly 
worth mentioning, in fact, but the dally 
consumption of them in the United 
States is 4,^00,0tKJ. About one-sixth 
of these are miule In Brooklyn, hut the 
greater part of the noivdlos we use 
come from Itcddltch, England. 

There are needles which all wlg- 
mnkers use. Thoy are as do Ileal.' us a 

hair aad shaped IlkeaBah-book. Them 

Is ii tambour needle and the noodlo for 
shirring machines; tho grent mill 
needlo, which has to bo pushed with a 
steal palm; Ibe knitting machine 
needle with Its llttlu latehot; the ar- 
rasetiu and erowok noodles and the long 

Instrument which the mlllloers use. 

Then there Is tho surgeon's cruol 
Outfit, the probing uoedlc, mode for 
hunting after bullets or internal sorosj 
the post-mortem needles, of various j 
curves and slz.es; the hare-lip noodlo; ! 
the long faBBtWreiilire pins, (or pinning 
gaping wounds in place; all the needles 
for oyo, head and body — long, short, | 
curved oneV twice or throe times. 
'Then the veterinary surgeon has bis | 
caao of aWadlee, too. The upholsterer 
is a favored man. He has needles on 
half curve it:i,l on the quarter curve, 
round points and sword points, long 
eyes, round eves, egg eyes and OOUter- 
stink eyes. 

Tho cook is not left out of this trade, 
hut hits a curious training needle, 
made for parry lag melted butter or. 



FOOD FOR THE BIRDS. 

Carina* and fiilrn-.t mc Fart* About tha 
Cosy Caterpillar. 

Tho mission of the mtorpillnr may 
be ootirUilei-ed iw twofold. He hurt to 
roach tho chrysalia stnirr. from whioh 
he will emerpe a» a butterfly or moth, 
and then i*erpeHmto hU »i>eeie«; and 
he Is an admirable machlno for tha 
conversion of vc^cUiblo matter into a 
form in which It can be dipcnU*d nud 
relUhud by hird*. He standi* to the 
feathered world, indeed, in exactly tho 
Hiitnu |H>sition that the ox attd tho 
sheep occupy in relation to man. Al- 
though partial to needs and fruits, 
birds arc not vegetarians In tho broad 
sense of the term, and would stnrvu 
had they nothing but leaves to derour, 
whether the leaves of tho rose or the 
cabbayc; the caterpillar theu comes to 
the rescue nud forms the intermediary 
link. He possesses an appetite of ex- 
traordinary voracity, and, in the course 
of his not very long- life, eats many 
hundred times his weight of vegeta- 
bles, and converts them into a 
rich and luscious food for the birds. 
It muy bo said, that, in some respects, 
at least, the instinct of caterpillars 
must bo defective, or. knowing that 
their plumpness is their danger, thuy 
would eat less. This is no doubt true, 
but as it Is true also of sheep and 
bullocks, it can hardly be mado tho 
subject of reproach to the caterpillar. 
Hut, after all, vast as is tho number of 
caterpillars who go to feed the birds, 
it can not be said that birds are by 
any means their chief enemy. Their 
great foe and relcntlcis exterminator 
is the ichneumon, against whom none 
of their cunning devices of oo/ieenl* 
mont avail, but who can discover thora 
in their inmost lurking places. Tho 
ichneumon varies in list as greatly as 
does the caterpillar himself. Some of 
them are as long as wnsps, although 
with a blonder body, no thicker than a 
bodkin: some so tiuy that they can 
scarce be seen with the naked eye; 
but all are alike in their habits. 
Watch one, largo or small, as he sol- 
tics upon a leaf. Straighlwny he bo- 
gins to hunt up and down with 
quick, eager motion, like a dog 
quartering a turnip Held for part- 
ridgi s. L*p and down, below and above, 
prying into every cranny, ho hunts, 
hurrying iium one leaf to another until 
he llnds a caterpillar. He wastes no 
time with him; ho thrusts the long 
OVlpOlitOr through the skin and places 
an egg snugly there. Ho repeats this 
two. three Off half a dozen times, ac- 
cording to his own size and that to 
which tho caterpillar will grow. His 
young ones must bo fed when they are 
batched, and it would not do to lay 
uioro than the caterpillar can support. 
What tho sensations of tho caterpillar 
are when thus treated no one has so 
far at tempted to oxplain. It gives a 
little wince each lime the operation la 
pbi'fermed, aad then pursues its voca- 
tion as quietly ils if nothing had hap- 
pened. There can bo no little doubt 
that it is profoundly discouraged; it 
must fool that all its efforts to evade 
the foe have boon wasted. It. doubt- 
less, knows that It has received its 
death wound; that it will never soar in 
the air us a hrljjht-winged butterfly, 
but that its chrysalis stnto will bo its 
last- It speaks well, then, for 
tho seuso of duty of tho eater- 
pillar that it goes doggedly on 
as before, eating as largely nnd 
steiulily as if nothing hml oeeunvd, 
and showing no signs of pain or dis- 
turbance at the birth of foes who Boon 
begin to gnaw away in its interior. It 
is to he hoped, indeed, that it sufTcrs 
but slightly. Tho organs of tho cater- 
pillar are simple. It Is a small tube, 
and It Is prohublo that Its sensibility is 
slight; still it in inevitablo that it must 
suffer more or loss; but It goes on until 
just as It is about to assumn tho 
chrysalis state, or just after It has 
done so, it dies, and the little ichneu- 
mons make their way through tho 
skin, and after a brief repose, lly away 
to recommence the deadly work of their 
parents. It is calculated that fully 
eighty per cent of caterpillar*) aro 
slain by Ichneumons. 

Tho caterpillar is distinguished for 
its imperturable good temper; no ono 
has yet witnessed a good stand-up fight 
between two caterpillars. Even when 
browsing In hundreds upon a leaf, each 
caterpillar continues ils work of eating, 
wholly regardless of the multitude feed- 
ing around It. — l.omton St'tnilnnl.

Truly TlUv HtMMti 

Sweeping Is an art; a homely art, 
perhaps, but it lakes care to under- 
stand it thoroughly and be proficient 
in It. I sweep our parlor every day 
and tlo not (roar out tb" carpet either. 
How? With a brush broom wot, ami 
a dustpan. I don't even have to cover 
or remove a thing. It saves the heavy 
sweeping thai wears out so many car- 
pets. I brush lightly; it is tiresome 
work, but it pays. 

I heard a lady say the other day that 
she lot her yOUOgMl daughter dust the 
parlor, and when tho work was done 
she would go to her and sav that 
every thing was as clean and nice as 
IHissible; '■but." added tho lady, "I 
knew what that meant, and on look- 
ing found every thing apparent ly 
as clean as a pin— until I looked at 
the bases around the wall. Nellie 
neVOT thinks of them. They wore fair- 
ly while w ith dust." Isn't that often 
the ease? The tops of pictures, too, 
and the back of furniture are so easily 
overlooked. Dust is unhealthy— just 
a* unhealthy where it is not s^n as it 
is in full view. 

To save work iu fixing our parlor fire 
—the grate is open and thy ashes fall 
out easily— we lay a piece of carpet 
down In front of the stove which 
catches most of the dirt; theu all we 
need to do is to take up the carpet 
carefully and there is no sweeping 
necessary. 

My aunL who is so nearly blind that 
she can see only objects between the 
Ugh I ami herself, has never a spee!( of 
dirt in her house ami she does her own 
housework. "How do you manege 
it?" I asked her one day. She laughed 
and said she hardly knew. "In sweep- 
ing 1 can not see, so I feel. I run my 
hand lightly over tho carpet, ami if 
there is any dirt I get tt up in 
IhOt way. Whenever I dust I take a 
wet O'Otfl and wipe the roils thai the 
folding doors run on so they never have 
to bo rubbed bard; whenever I go to 
the sink In the IdtaitOfl to use the wa- 
ter, nnd have a cloth, I give the faucets 
a rub; that keeps them alwavs shining. 
It sounds llkoa grent deal of work, but 
it really saves time in the ond. 

Wo Keep our windows clean with 
little work by rubbing them off with a 
flannel wet with alcohol. It takes lit- 
tle strength, lly this you will know 
that we do our own hoa«cwork. I 
have little strength In my hands, so I 
learn tho easiest ways; and I Novo 
found that tho cas'.v-t way is not often 
the way that requires the most work. ) 

These are little things; hut ttio little 
things odd up swiftly in tho long run. —
